Iron !s administered as a medicine in - 
cases Of anaemia, but physicians prefer 
and rely largely upon the iron ‘taken 
through the food, so hqusewives shotilid 
be famillar.with the foods containing 
iron,

First Aid for 
Beaver Coats 


j HEN a fur coat becomes shabby 
WV from rain and constant wear 
it should be taken outdoors: 
aed with a stiff brush or whisk. broom 
brushed (with the nap), .to remove all 
dust; then well rubbed “with a clean 
cloth saturated with gasoline or ben- 
zine, turning the cloth as iff becomes 
soiled. Restore the nap with the brush 
or whisk broom and let the coat hang 
outdoors until dry. 

If the coat is not badly soiled it can 
be cleaned by dusting 1t thickly with 
equal parts of cornmeal and salt 
(warmed together). Rub it well through 
the fur, changing it as it becomes 
soiled. When the fur seems cleam lay 
the coat on the table and beat lightly 
with a smooth ruler about two inches 
wide. Beat thoroughly, then hang’ the 
coat outdoors for a few hours, After- 
ward brush it well and go over the 
coat carefully with a comb to smooth. 
the fur. ba 

When a coat looks very shabby ft is 
advisable to take it to a reliable furrier 


and have it glaged. It will look like 
a@ new coat when returned to you... 5
